New York (JP) — In a world of 
power politics and dictators, 
the 
most powerfu l m an in the whrld 
sits cross-legged on a m at be­ 
neath the Indian su n. 
He ru les not by force or v io­ 
lence bu t by the sheer power of 
his personality and spiritu ality . 
He 4s Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
who wears no u niform ex cept a 
loin-cloth and holds no job ex ­ 
cept tha t of India’s priv ate Citi­ 
zen No. 1. He hates adu lation, 
pomp, v iolence and intolerance. 
And instead of ex horting follow­ 
ers to thru st ou t their chins, he 
tells them to tu rn their other 
cheek. 
Yet he wields more influ ence 
than any fu ehrer. To 36 0,000,- 
000 du sky Indians, he is both 
political 
leader 
and 
spiritu al 
gu ide. Many worship him not 
merely as a saint bu t as a god. 
His followers compare the bi­ 
zarre little 9 6 -pou nd w raith to 
Bu ddha, Confu ciu s and Christ. 
G andhi’s influ ence is felt far 
bey ond India. The hearts of En­ 
glishmen 4,500 miles away skip 
a beat each time he skips a meal. 
To my m ind he is one of his­ 
tory ’s most rem arkable figu res.. 
Becau se of the gu lf between 
him and the dictators, I was 
anx iou s to get his reaction a 
few y ears ago when he talked 
with II Du ce. After the inter­ 
v iew he greeted me with a sly 
smile and whispered: 
“T hat fellow is too mu ch of a 
bu lly and a blu sterer to su it a 
person like my self.” 
G andhi deriv es mu ch of his 
tremendou s power from the fact 
that his non-v iolent tactics ex ­ 
emplify the national character. 
Indians are the most su bmissiv e 
people in the world. Many re­ 
fu se ev en to kill a mosqu ito. 
Under his leadership the back­ 
ward people hav e made phenom ­ 
enal progress toward self-gov ­ 
ernm ent. Of the 11 British prov ­ 
inces in India, 9 are how adm in­ 
istered by Indians. 
It is G andhi’s dream tha t In­ 
dia will hav e obtained independ­ 
ence from the British Empire — 
or at least dominion statu s — 
before he dies. He is now 7 0. 
His threat of fasting till death 
is still effectiv e in forcing con­ 
cessions from the British. If he 
shou ld ev er die as a resu lt of 
su ch a fast, the reaction among 
the nativ es m ight be ex tremely 
seriou s. 
Despite his power, the British 
find him preferable to Su bhas 
Rose and similar Indian lead­ 
ers who clamor for immediate 
freedom. Most Britishers realize 
that G andhi’s death wou ld be 
as great a loss to England as to 
India becau se he is the only one 


who speaks w ith fu ll au thority 
on behalf of the Indian masses 
and who adv ocates toleration in 
dealing with the British gov ern­ 
ment. 
Thou gh aging, he is alert and 
astu te and speaks English eas­ 
ily . He desires passionately to 
v isit America bu t doesn’t feel 
he can spare the time now. One 
reason the United States appeals 
to him is tha t before 1776 , it too 
was striv ing to break away from 
the British empire. 
G andhi still drinks his goat’s 
milk daily ; and has often asked 
me to share it with him. He 
drinks the milk not to be ec­ 
centric, 
bu t 
becau se 
he 
has 
fou nd it helps reliev e his chron­ 
ic complaint, high blood pres­ 
su re. 
The pu ny leader liv es like the 
most abject u ntou chable. 
He 
dresses in a loincloth and “dho­ 
ti” (shawl) becau se tha t is the 
national garb of the u ntou ch­ 
able. In fact, he calls himself 
“u ntou chable.” 
All his money 
goes to the poor. When not trav ­ 
eling he liv es in a mu d hu t in the 
W ardha district of Central In­ 
dia or like a gy psy in the field. 
He abhors crowds, possibly be­ 
cau se adm irers nearly bowl him 
ov er in try ing to kiss his feet. 
It was at his protests tha t cor­ 
respondents dropped the title 
M ahatm a 
(meaning 
“G reat 
Sou l”) in fav or of plain Mister. 
He once said of the title M ahat­ 
m a: 
“It stinks in my nostrils. I am 
not a ‘G reat Sou l’ or a ‘saint.’ 
I am made of the same corru pt­ 
ible flesh and hav e the same 
frailties and weaknesses as the 
poorest u ntou chable.”

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MR. MURPHY’S “ HORROR” 
Of more than 16,000 prisoners confined in fed­ 
eral institu tions, between 200 and 300 are inmates 
of Alcatraz, the island institu tion in San Fran­ 
cisco harbor. To this institu tion are sent hard­ 
ened offenders, recidiv ists and repeaters, kid­ 
napers, mu rderers, bank robbers and those whose 
recalcitrance has distu rbed the discipline and 
morale of other federal prisons. 
The institu ­ 
tion is as escape-proof as man can make it. 
The former war department prison there was 
tu rned ov er to the department of ju stice, re­ 
modeled, brou ght u p to date, and opened as a 
federal penal institu tion in 1934 u nder the in­ 
itiativ e of Attorney General Homer Cu mmings. 
President Roosev elt gav e his fu ll approv al at 
abou t the same time as he approv ed a series of 
new statu tes broadening federal ju risdiction in 
the field of interstate crime. Sanford Bates, then 
director of federal prisons, su perv ised the plans 
and the rou tine. Chosen as warden was a mem­ 
ber of the California bar, a former warden of 
San Qu entin, who had gone into banking bu t 
who was persu aded to head this new institu tion 
as a m atter of pu blic serv ice, James A. Johnston. 
It therefore comes as a shock for Attorney 
General Frank Mu rphy , after a few months in 
office, to denou nce Alcatraz as a “place of hor­ 
ror.” This, of cou rse, will please the inmates 
and dou btless please some residents of San 
Francisco who don’t want a penal institu tion 
on their doorstep. The new attorney general 
thinks Alcatraz shou ld be abolished, and a new 
institu tion bu ilt in some isolated place on the 
mainland where prisoners wou ld hav e a chance 
to do farm work. He admits, howev er, that the 
desperate criminals of Alcatraz will hav e to be 
confined in some rather strong prison elsewhere. 
Those who hav e seen the inside of Alcatraz 
and are familiar with its rou tine will not agree 
with Mr. Mu rphy that it’s a “place of horror.” 
The institu tion is described as clean, filled with 
fresh air and su nshine, and, in equ ipment and 
operation, far su perior to the larger institu tions, 
su ch as Atlanta and Leav enworth, not to men­ 
tion nu merou s state prisons and local jails. 
Warden Johnston’s discipline is said to be indeed 
firm, bu t squ are and hu mane. It’s tru e that the 
inmates are afforded no chance to show off, to 
giv e interv iews, to get on the front page, and 
not mu ch entertainment in the form of baseball 
games, mov ies or radio is prov ided. 
If this breeds a bad prison “psy chology ,” as 
Mr. Mu rphy claims, one answer is that the fed­ 
eral prison sy stem contains institu tions for all 
classes of offenders, starting with su ch first- 


offender institu tions as the prison farm at 
El Reno, Okla., or the United States Indu strial 
Reformatory at Chillicothe, Ohio, and ranging 
throu gh su ch walled institu tions as that of 
Lewisbu rg, Pa., to the bastilles of Atlanta and 
Leav enworth. Each prisoner is classified and 
goes to the ty pe of institu tion that fits his “psy ­ 
chology ,” his record and his crime. 
The prisoners at Alcatraz were pu t there for 
good and su fficient reason, to be there con­ 
fined with minimu m possibilities of escape, with 
not mu ch hope of parole, with limited contact 
with the ou tside world. Mr. Mu rphy admits 
that this class of offenders needs rigid confine­ 
ment, bu t thinks that the “psy chology ” of the 
institu tion wou ld be better elsewhere than on an 
island, or if its discipline were less strict. 
It 
wou ld be u nfortu nate if his casu al words at a 
press conference shou ld cast dou bts or reflec­ 
tions on the federal prison sy stem as a whole, 
which has been in the bu ilding since 1924 and 
into which the most v carefu l ex pert planning and 
hu mane thou ght of distingu ished “career” pen- 
alogists has gone.

“Both members of this clu b,” as 
the ringside master of ceremonies wou ld pu t it. 
Then what’s all the fighting abou t? It’s all 
v ery confu sing, leav ing one almost in the state 
of mind of ancient and dim-ey ed Isaac when 
he protested: “The v oice is Jacob’s v oice, bu t 
the hands are the hands of Esau .”

tors conspired to swindle the 
cou ntry in the m atter of war 
su pplies. And, finally how the 
Commu nists and the anarchists 
and the Germans spread word 
throu gh the Ru ssian ranks that 
the war was ov er and people 
were going to div ide the land of 
the rich men between all of the 
peasants—share and share alike 
—and each man had better be 
getting back home to Secu re his 
share. 
The Ru ssian soldiers tu rned 
arou nd and started for home, 
taking with them their gu ns and 
ammu nition. If their officers ob­ 
jected they killed the officers. 
Land was to be had for the ask­ 
ing, and they were on their way 
to get it. Ru ssia was ou t of the 
war. 
This story cannot be a story of 
details. The Tsar and his traitor 
wife and his family disappeared 
from the sight of man. The no­ 
bility either fled the cou ntry or 
were imprisoned or ex ecu ted. 
These 
new 
Commu nists 
took 
charge of the gov ernment and 
from now on things were going 
to be different. Ev ery body cou ld 
v ote on ev ery thing. The gov ern­ 
ment wou ld ru n all bu siness and 
all wou ld get equ al pay . The pro­ 
fits of labor belonged to him who 
performed that labor—and the 
Commu nists were there to see 
that he got them. They wou ld di­ 
v ide the money between those 
who did the work—and he who 
had the most children 
wou ld 
hav e the largest share and the 
largest hou se, becau se his need 
was greatest. 
Since that time Ru ssia has 
been in the throes of try ing to 
make this plan work. It is diffi­ 
cu lt for the ou tsider to ju dge ju st 
how far it has su cceeded—for 
the Ru ssian au thorities hav e 
consistently lied to the world 
abou t what was going on—and 
the 
capitalistic 
nations 
hav e 
consistently lied abou t Ru ssian 
the nobles and the war-contrac- j progress in their fear that the 


idea wou ld spread among their 
own people. 
It seems probable that 
the 
Ru ssians made a seriou s mistake 
in attempting to ov erthrow for­ 
eign gov ernments, by propagan­ 
da, du ring the y ears when their 
own internal program was still 
incomplete. For this campaign 
arou sed tremendou sy bitter op­ 
position on the part of ev ery oth­ 
er nation. It is safe to say that 
no gov ernment in the world 
wants to see the Ru ssian ex peri­ 
ment su cceed. They hope and 
pray that it wlil end in a colossal 
failu re—that the whole Com­ 
mu nistic idea of life will so thor­ 
ou ghly collapse that it will be 
forev er dead. 
Up to the present time it has 
shown few tru stworthy signs of 
either su ccess or failu re. The 
leaders of the mov ement hav e- 
fou nd it necessary to u se abso­ 
lu te ty ranny in order to hold the 
Ru ssian people in su bjection. 
The resistance of the peasant 
popu lation has resu lted in a con­ 
dition of almost chronic nation­ 
al starv ation. The tremendou s 
national 
manu factu ring 
pro­ 
gram has resu lted in an equ ally 
sev ere failu re. The 
nation 
is 
starv ed 
for 
goods—as 
it 
is 
starv ed for food. And in spite of 
more than fifteen y ears of fail­ 
u re and misery the sy stem of 
Commu nism seems to be more 
strongly intrenched in the sad­ 
dle of gov ernment than it was at 
its inception. 
It is impossible for u s to go 
fu rther in ou r discu ssion of this 
Ru ssian plan of life. The patient 
reader is referred to the scores 
of books that hav e been written 
on thè su bject. In conclu sion it 
mu st su ffice to say that u p to the 
present time the Ru ssian citizen 
has less than he had before the 
rev olu tion—that its failu re to 
prov ide him with more freedom 
and more prosperity has defi­ 
nitely pu t an end to the possibil­ 
ity of the adoption of Commu n­ 
ism by other cou ntries—that the 
members of the Commu nist par­ 
ty still think their plan is sou nd 
—and that the Ru ssians are de­ 
cidedly u nhappy .

Vernou was promoted steadily 
thereafter and now is rear ad­ 
miral in command of the 15 th 
Nav al District, the Canal Zone. 
Ingram is commemorated by 
being the only enlisted man for 
whom a destroy er was named.

New York, June 12 (JP)— More 
than 300 persons have put in 
their bids for a seat in the big 
airliner which - will inaugurate 
regular passenger service to Eu­ 
rope June 28. 
More than twice that many 
have applied for reservations on 
that or a subsequent flight. 
Pan American Airways, whose 
411/2-ton flying boats will be the 
first commercial planes to ferry 
passengers across the Atlantic at 
$375 a trip, set the date for the 
inaugural take-off last night. 
Just who will go in the 35 or 
so seats available will be an­ 
nounced later. 
Some of the “reservations” are 
years old. First position on the 
list originally belonged to Will 
Rogers. 
“If you boys ever get around to 
flying the oceans,” he said in 
1931, “I want to be your first 
passenger.” 
The humorist, killed with Wi­ 
ley Post in an Alaskan crash in 
1935, was cheated of the chance 
to make either the first regular 
Pacific passenger flight in 1936 
or the Atlantic crossing. 
Several applicants for seats 


accompanied their letters with 
checks. 
The champion check 
writer sent $1,500. 
Initial passenger flights will be 
by way of the Azores and Lis­ 
bon to Marseille, the eastern 
terminus 
for 
the 
so-called 
“southern route” over the North 
Atlantic. Four days prior to the 
first passenger flight, P. A. A. 
will start mail flights on the 
“northern route” to Southamp­ 
ton via Shediac, N. B., Botwood, 
Nfld., and Foynes, Ireland. 
Due to a temporary necessity 
for stopping overnight in Lisbon, 
the elapsed time to Marseille will 
be 44 hours. The mail planes on 


the northern course will reach 
Southampton in 2AV2 hours. The 
company said the service to Mar­ 
seille will be speeded up if it ob­ 
tains permission to fly directly 
across Spain and to make night 
landings at Marseille.
